CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—The strong Salva- 


tion army force here is deeply interested 
in the affairs of Ballington Booth and his 
wife, and the result of their resignation 
upon the American army. 


A prominent division officer of the army 


here said today: "If Ballington Booth 
says the word there will be an American 
Salvation army. And that feeling here is 
quite general. 


"Thus far he has refused to do anything 


looking to secession," said the officer or 
any independent move. "We who are 
loyal to the army hope and pray that he 
will maintain that position. The feeling 
in Chicago is divided. Tbere may be said 
to be three divisions. One, which doubt- 
less is tlie largest, believe in a blind obe- 
dience lo the will of General Booth, re- 
gardless of circumstances under which 
the Ballington Booth's felt themselves 
bound to leave the army. Second, those 
who sympathize with the deposed com- 
mander and his charming wife are ready 
to follow their leadership to the ends of 
the earth. Third, and a rapidly growing 
clement, is disposed to await develop- 
ments before deciding as to their future 
course." 


Continuing, the officer said: 
"As it is 


today not a man in Chicago knows the 
real reason of the resignation of the com- 
mander. What there is underlying all 
this confusion none of us knows. We 
believe Ballington 
Booth 
must have 


felt that he had a grievance,—a seri- 
ous grievance to have acted as he has 
done. How far things which led them so 
to act may affect the rights and imperil 
the liberties of individual members of the 
army we don't know."

A MOTOR CAR'S WILD TRIP,

Morrill, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, that the tariff bill would be taken up 
and passed if a free-silver amendment to 
it were adopted. He would promise the 
Populists votes for such a plan. 


Mr. Alorrill made no reply, but Senator 


Hoar made the point that the discussion 
was oat of order. But by unanimous eon- 
sent Allen was allowed to proceed. 
He 


said in substance that the Populists were 
ready to swallow the nauseating tariff if 
silver was placed on a par with gold. 


Mr. Carter of Montana, chairman ot the 


Republican national committee, had his 
war paint on today. He referred to the 
action yesterday which put the silver Re- 
publicans in the light of party traitors. 
He vehemently resented such action and 
words and rebuked the Republican sena- 
tors who had undertaken to read him and 
his free-silver associates out of the party. 


Cuban action in the bouse is not likely 


to be delayed because of Mr. Cleveland's 
wish to postpone decisive action until 
June. The house committee on foreign 
affairs is disposed to pass the resolution 
looking to the recognition of Cuba as a 
belligerent at once. 


Tomorrow action will be taken in the

Mr. Cooley was married to Miss 
Angeline A. Pratt at Buckland in 1852. 
The latter now survives him, together 
with three children, Fred A. Cooley of 
Pittsfleld, Mrs. H. Claude Myers of Troy 
and It. C. Cooley of Jacksonville. Mr. 
Cooley was an active member of the 
South Congregational church, from which 
place the funeral will probably be held 
Thursday. The bearers will be selected 
from the members of the Rockwell and 
Berkshire posts.—Republican.

larly for many years as a traveling sales- 
man for an Albany coffee house and had 
a wide and pleasant acquaintance among 
the business and Grand Army men, who 
will learn of his death with sincere 
regret.

A copy of the bill has not yet been re- 


ceived, for which reason its provisions are 
not fully known here, but it is understood 
that the bill is very similar to one passed 
in New York a year or two ago and which 
is claimed to hove been of great benefit 
both to the trade and public, especially in 
New York city and Brooklyn. The friends 
of the bill want the hours of labor in bak- 
eries regulated and a system of inspection 
introduced which will result in greater 
care and cleanliness in the preparation of 
bakers' products. It is not believed that 
there are any serious abuses in the small 
cities and towns, but in Boston and other 
large cities the journey men bakers believe 
there is as much need of legal regulation 
as there is in New York.

AT ADAMS TODAY. 


In Retfard to the Water Supply. 


The following is reported concerning 


the local water supply: 


The town of Adams, through one of its 


leading citizens, C. T. Plunkett, appeared 
before tbe committee on water supply at 
Boston rotative to increasing the water 
supply of the Adams fire distr.ct. 


The gentleman from Adams told the 


members of the committee of the impera- 
tive need of additional water supply, 
especially during the dry season of the 
year, the two summer months. He ex- 
plained t he scheme of his townspeople in 
going to the flats in Cheshire, as the only 
practicable ono for the necessary supply- 
He also stated that the board of health of 
the state had refused to recommend the 
use of the Cheshire water on the gronnd 
that it was too hard, but Mr. Plunkett 
contended that the mixture of Cheshire 
water with that in Bassett reservoir, as 
waa intended would obviate this difficulty• 
He admitted to Senator Blodgett that the 
Bassett reservoir dam leaked and tnat 
there was a possible loss some days of as 
great a quantity of water as 100,000 gal- 
lons. 


Mr. Plunkett also stated that, while 


there was an amendment proposed in- 
creasing the amount of bonds to be issued 
for the payment of the new supply to the 
amount of 560,000 (the bill last year pro- 
viding for a $30,000 issue), the people were 
not so particular about tbis change. They 
were especially anxious about the first 
amendment. 


The committee took the matter under 


consideration.

Belief boat No. 10, which spends 'mast 


of her time at the lighthouse station on 
Stntcu Island, has a swarm of bees tor a 
mascot. Tbe relief boat, like all others ot 
her kind, is likely to bo ordered out at any 
time to tn.ko the place of a lightship in 
noed of repairs. She may have to go to 
Candy Hook, or even as far away an Bran- 
ton's reef, near Newport, but usually she 
is at St. George under waiting orders. 
Ouo day, a year ago last summer, Captain 
Murray, her skipper, heard a great buzz- 
Ing in tho air, and looking up ho saw a 
cloud of boos making directly toward him. 
Being unused to such apparitions he ran 
intu tho cabin and awaited developments. 
The bees lighted on tho port rail, near tho 
gangway, forming a bunch which ap- 
poarcd to the captain's eye to be bigger 
than a peck measure. Before the captain 
kuow what had become of them they dis- 
appeared from sight, and then ho found 
that they hod gone through a hole aud 
made themselves at homo in tho side of 
the vessel. 


The captain aud crew soon became used 


to tho company of tlio bees, aud thought 
nothing of having n dozen of them buzz- 
Ing around their heads at onoe, for'boos 
seldom sting unless molested. One clay 
tho vessel was ordered out to relieve the 
lightship at Sandy Hook, and for nearly 
two months the bees wore buffeted about 
ou the water, but they scorned to thrive 
on the diet of brown sugar provided foi 
them by the sailors, and never became sea- 
sick. 


An unlucky day arrived, however, when 


a boo fancying friend of tho oaptaln offered 
to purchase tlio quean of the swarm aucl 
tried to drho her from her strougbold by 
tho use o( tobccoa smoke. The bees re- 
fused to bodiiven out, and a denser smoke 
was created with gunpowder and othoi 
fuel. Tlio rosult was that all tho boos were 
suffocated, and they were taken ont after- 
ward from tho bottom of a vessel with » 
dipper. 


The captain and crew mourned sincerely 


for tho loss of thoir pets, and every sailor's 
heart of them shuddered secretly at the 
thought of going to sen after they had al- 
lowed such a manifest defiance of Provi- 
dence to occur on board their vessel. Theii 
surprise and pleasure were therefore un- 
bounded when, a few days later, another 
fewnrm was soon iu the rigging, apparent- 
ly looking for a plaoo to alight. 
"It's good luck!" shouted tho captain, 


and tbis time, Instead of running away, 
ho spread out some brown sugar on a 
white sheet, as lie had boon told by his 
housekeeping friend to do in such emer- 
gencies, placed a soapbox on edge over the 
sugar and began benting a tin pan to at- 
traut the attention of tho bees. His efforts 
were not in vain. With little persuasion 
the bees entered the box and made them- 
selves at homo, whore they remain to this 
day and may be seen by any one who lias 
tho curiosity to visit the picturesque light- 
house station. 
Tho box has been nailed 


to tha side of the vessel, and holes hava 
been bored in it, so that it is DOW as com- 
fortable and convenient a hive as any col-

THE ICE AGE. 


There Were Cold Days In Those Time* ol 


Universal Frigidity. 


For centuries tho north waa an ice 


locked land, aud conditions ot life had 
changed. From tho pole to the southern 
Ico limit not ono mountain projected Its 
head above the unbroken snow. Even 
Mount Washington was deep down under 
tho sni'facn. 


Manhattan Island lay buried-at least

Electricity For Cooking.

through steam furnaces that create power 
to sot the dynamos in motion and thus 
generate electricity, but tho process is still 
too expensive for wholesale heat."—New 
York Times.

HE.LEADS A PERILOUS AND A VERY 


EXCITING LIFE. 


It Is Jtut an Bad Up 8O Feet as Up 300 


or Hora—Sitting For Fifteen Hours on 
• Steeple Top—The Old Method of Kite 
Flying In Chimney Mounting. 


My steeplejack hailed from Leicester. 


When I oiune upon him, he was repairing 
B shaft, which must nave boon fully 180 
feet high. 


The chimney bad cracked badly. It was 


his work to bind it tip with iron bands, a 
feat accomplished without tho raising of 
any substantial scaffolding and solely in 
a cage which be lowered aud raised by 
pulleys. 


When I Interviewed him, wo stood at 


tho foot of the gigantic chimney, and I 
observod a frail and rickety looking ladder 
running right to tho summit—a ladder 
bent out at the cornice high above us, BO 
that men mounting it hung for moments 
in midair, with their backs seemingly in 
a line parallel to the earth. This aloue 
was a flue prelude to that grewsome tiila 
ho told me and gave mo a (It of the shivers 
even while we talked. 


"So you are a steeplejack," said I. 


"And how do you like the work?" 


"Oh, I like ti)o work well enough I" said 


ho. "I've been at It five and thirty years 
and am not going to begin fault fimliug 
now. 
Use is second nature, you may 


know." 


"And can you really get used to houg- 


ing ou by tho eyebrows up there?" 


"Used to it? Why, it's DO more tome 


than going up stairs to bed." 


"But that chimney is not far short of 


200 foot high." 


"She's just over 175 feet. 
The tallest 


shaft I over climbed topped tho200 feet, by 
a good yard or two. But height lias noth- 
ing to do wilh It, except where cost is con- 
cerned. I'd as scion stand 300 foot up as 
30. It's all the same if you make a bad 
Etep." 


"You do not consider it (* dangerous oc- 


cupation, then?" 


"Not if your men uro sober and work 


with proper core. Steeplejacks are not 
often killed nowadays when they keep 
sober. It was different when we flew 
kltos. A man took his life in his hand in 
those days. I remember when I was a bit 
of n nipper watching a back country 
steeplejack swarm up a 100 foot shaft. Ho 
went to the work so drunk that he could 
hardly, stand. 
When a man in tho crowd 


spoko to him, he said, 'Look here, how 
am I to go up there sober?' That was 
true enough. Only a very strong man 
'went up after a kite without taking a stiff 
glass of spirits before he began." 


"You speak from experience?" 
"Yes; I've climbed many a hundred 


shafts with a kite and never took any- 
thing but cold water for tho job. 
But 


then I'm u strong chap, and there aren't 
many with as good a head as I've got." 


"Was kite flying very dangerous?" 
"Quito dangerous enough for mo," said 


he. "But a kite is not often used for 
chimneys since we got these ladders. 
There may be a few kite fliers in out of 
tho way places, but all big men work as I 
work." 


"And how was the kite business man- 
aged?" 


•'Oh, that was plain enough I We used 


to make a big kite and have two strings 
to her.. She carried a guiding lino at her 
belly and a second running line at her tail. 
We used to 1st her go a little way from the 
chimney and try to bring her right over 
tho top of it. 


"It wasn't so easy as it looked by a long 


way, and you'll scarcely believe me when 
I tell you that I once ilcw a kite for three 
Weeks at a shaft in Leicestershire and 
didn't got it over oven then. It was a 
common thing to waste throe days beforo 
you got your lino over, and then, when 
you'd done it, you might fail to make it 
fast. 


"The thing was to guide the kite right 


over tho opening with your lino and then 
to pull her down so that tbe second cord 
ran across th<j top of the shaft.- Directly 
we had done this we attached a rope with 
a pulley blook to the lino and hauled Itup. 
You can sec easily enough that the thin 
lino might slip off tho top while wo wore 
hauling, ivnd then all our work was lost. 
If it stopped on and we succeeded in get- 
ting tho thick lino up, wo would take tlio 
end of tho rope and run round and round 
the bottom of the chimney with it. 


"Tho result of this was towiud our vopo 


round the summit above tho cornice, ami 
so to give us hold enough to haul up a 
man. Tho pulley did tho rest, and so long 
as tho ropo fit tho top hold we were safe 
enough." 


"Ihcre musi have been a frightful'risk 


of the thing giving," said I. 


"Not so J-iuch as yqti would think. You 


eee, it was all a downward pressure with 
the 'flat parapet of tha cornice to prevent 
tha lino coming off. 
I've flown hundreds 


of kites, ns I say, and I can remember 
only two bad mishaps. In the first case, 
at Birmingham, the rope broke away 
when we had a man half way up, ;iod ho 
foil 50 1'eot, smashing himself to bits on a 
heap of slag. In tho second case, down in 
Yorkshire, I had got a Hue round tho 
weathercock Of li ttceple and was hauling 
a young chap up when, just as he touched 
the top, tho line gavu, and I expected to 
BCD him coir.u crushing down the vvhulo 
iaO feet. 


"Ho didn't, IhouRh, and what happened 


after sounds liko a miracle to hear, it 
seems that ho felt the lino slacking, and 
when ho was within a yard of the weath- 
ercock ho got his feet ugainst tho stone 
and gave a sort of spring, throwing his 
arms round tho ironwork and holding 
on for his life. 
/'After that ho just climbed astride of 
tlio old steeple uud sat there for 16 hours 
while we were Hying another kite across 
him. You don't often hear of pluck liko 
that." 


I admitted that you do not and put an- 


other question to him: 


"When you had hauled a man up in tho 


ordinary way, what would he do then?" 


"If it was n steeple, ho would sit with 


bis legs round tho cock until ho htid made 
tho pulley properly fast. Then ho would 
haul up four plunks and build a foothold. 
Tho rest is easy onco you have got you* 
man up there.''—English Illustrated Mag

delarla Strewn with Corpses. 


AN UNRECORDED SPANISH DEFEAT 


Col. Ilernander, with 1.20O Men, Attacked 


on Both Flank* and Bear and the 


Command Nearly Annihilated. 


Patriot* Dettroy a Town. 


Havana, Feb. 23, via Tampa, Fla., 


Feb. 20.—Refugees from San Cristobal 
and Candelaria, towns on the Western 
railroad in 1'i'nar del Rio province, 
bring news from a region that is with- 
out telegraphs, railroad trains and 
regular mail s. It is also a province 
without salt, and in which inhabitants 
are shut up in towns in a starving con- 
dition, and puanlb of Spanish troops 
threaten to shoot any one passing in 
or out. It ;.puears that a battle h:is 
taken place which has not figured in 
the official government reports. It was 
at San Cristobal on the 13th inst. The 
town had twn occupied by the 'rebels 
from Januarv 6 to that date. Antonio 
Macco had fought with Gen. Luque at 
Paso Real on one side of the town, and 
later with Gen. Cannella on the other 
side. Col. Scgura and 600 men had a 
narrow escape from annihilation on 
the main roa d between Candelaria and 
San Cristobal on the 6th, but no tig-lit 
in San Cristobal has been announced 
by the government. An eye witness, 
of the affair to-day said that a Spanish 
column 1,00') strong under Col: Her- 
nnuiUv. nrriiod at ban Cristobal on the 
Kl'b. Mippu ;c-j that the insurgent!. 
had yonc irr'her east, for Macco was 
near Artene .ia. The rebel leader SCayas 
and live oi h 'S m^u were in the tov\ u and 
SIC" of hh f<i'<lovteri» were, camped just 
ca-t of th" tor. u. 
Hcrnandc.: came 


from Ihfi \vest, entering the main 
street 
I'ayas and his companions 


ran. 
f.rluj; their revolvers to warn 


their men of ihc approach ol the 
trooj s.' 


Attacked on Flanks and Rear. 


Zfyas rc.iched the rebel camp and 


took fon.UKind. lie divided his men 
men into three baiallions of 300 men 
each. Two of these remained at the 
cast eiul of the town and attacked Her- 
nandez'* oo'umn (is they came down 
the narrow street. With 300 mounted 
men /ayas rode around the town and 
entered it ;,t llern::,nde^'s rear, attack- 
ing the LI'O >pa and driving them in be- 
tween the cross fire of the other rebel 
bands. Hernandez fought desperately 
and used several cannon, but the reb- 
els had him in a disadvantageous po- 
sition, lie fought on, moving slowly 
along the road east from San Cristobal 
to Candela ria. Zayas' men fought him 
on each fiank and from the rear. It is 
said that the road was littered with 
dead soldiers for the entire six miles to 
Candelaria. The informant said he 
saw iu the ruins of a house which had 
been burned on the road, the heads of 
six Spanish soldiers, the bodies having 
been burned to prevent identification. 


Two Bridges and a Town Burned. 


The rebels burned two large govern- 


ment bridges on the highway at Ha- 
gassa and Rio Hondo to prevent Span- 
ish cannon being again taken to Pinar 
del Rio province. After Hernandez 
retreated the rebels re-entered San 
Cristobal. 
On the 19th the rebels 


burned the town of Cabanas on the 
north coast, twenty miles west of Ha- 
vana. The garrison was driven out of 
the town, and the torch was applied. 
While the insurgents were ha the town 
the gunboat Alerta, which once before 
fired upon the rebels, shelled the town. 
That completed the work of destruc- 
tion. The Diario de la Marina pub- 
lishes the following account of the de- 
struction of an insurgent hospital near 
Bolondron, which In semi-official, since 
all matter passes through the censor's 
hands before publication: Receiving 
confidential notice that in the place j 
called M.iyea there existed a hospital 
of the enemy, Count Lersunda went in ( 
that direction and ordered an advance 
of a sset on of hib troops commanded 
by Senoisl'ozo and GoQialea, directed 
by the M out Ramirez 
Hardly had the 


sentinel of said hospital seen our 
triw;/s than there were seen coming 
out of the same eight unarmed individu- 
als, who immediately iied. There were 
eanUiretl a medicine case, cartridges, 
OIK Mm ser rifle and sundry other ef- 
fi-ets. 
The hospital was destroyed, 


with in cry thing which could not be 
tianspo 'ted.

Besides this the 


revenue cutter Hudson was near Bed- 
low's island watching the Bermuda. 
The steam lighter J, S. T. Straiiahan 
left the foot of King street, Brooklyn, 
at about the same time, loaded with 
men and ammunition. The tug con- 
veyed the government forces to the 
Hudson and steamed after the Strana- 
han under the command of the Spanish 
consul, Scnor Topele. As soon as it 
was seen that tlie lighter and two tugs 
were coming rf.own the bay to the Ber- 
muda the consul's tujf made haste back 
to the Hudson to warn the officers of 
the approach of the filibusters. 


Men, Ammunition and Money Taken. 
The men on the revenue cutter 


waited for the coming of the tugs for 
some time, and when the W. J. McCal- 
din arrived at the Bermuda and made 
fast, the Huron steamed over and the 
officers boarded her at once, taking 
about sixty prisoners, including Capt. 
Brabazor of the Bermuda. The MeCal- 
din came back again with about thirty- 
five men about two hours later, thinking 
that the marshals were through with 
their work, but they were apprehended, 
as well as ten men from the tug McCal- 
din Brothers, which appeared at about 
3 a. m. Then the Huron saw the 
Stranahan near Kobin's reef and 
steamed toward her, capturing her and 
a large number of men and about 100 
boxes of rifles and ammunition. All 
three vessels and the men were taken 
to the barge office pier, but only the 
Stranahau with the ammxmition was 
detaiued. About §4,000 in silver was 
takt-n off the Bermuda bv the marshal.

Great Reception Accorded the De- 


feated Balder in London. 


CHEEREDREPEATEDLY BY THE PEOPLIi

London, Feb. 20. — Although Dr. 


Jameson and his followers in the re- 
cent raid into the Transvaal will be 
tried on the charge of having made 
war upon a friendly state, there is not 
the slightest chance of their punish- 
ment being very severe—a small flue, 
probably, and the matter will end. 
Were it not for the fact that the gov- 
ernment must keep its word with the 
Transvaal government when the pris- 
oners were turned over to the British 
authorities, there would very likely be 
no trial at all. That Jameson and his 
men are all classed as heroes, and their 
raid approved by the English people, 
was made fully apparen^when the de- 
feated raiders were arraigned in the 
Bow street court last night. 
The 


transport Victoria, which brought Dr. 
Jameson and his party from South. 
Africa, left Plymouth Monday, her des- 
tination then being unknown, but there 
was a strong suspicion that she was 
bound for London. She passed the 
North Foreland at 8:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning and the fact that she had 
geen signalled off that point, showing 
that she was bound for London, was 
soon known in the city. The approach- 
ing arrival of Dr. Jameson and his 
party caused some excitement and 
preparations began to be made to re- 
ceive them. It was known that they 
would be arraigned in the Bow street 
police court and thither proceeded the 
Duke of Abercorn and others of the di- 
rectors of the British South African 
company and a number of members of 
the aristocracy. Many of Dr. Jameson's 
troopers, who came to England on tho 
steamer Ilarlech Castle, assembled in 
the vicinity of the court to greet .their 
old commander 


Cheered An American by Mistake. 


At half-past 1 o'tloek the Victoria 


dropped her anchor in the Thames off 
1'urfleet, fifteen miles below London. A 
tug ran alongside the steamer and took 
off a passenger and landed him at 
Erith, two miles above the Victoria's 
anchorage. There the passenger, who 
was supposed to be Dr. Jameson, took 
a train and proceeded for London, 
where he arrived about 5 o'clock. A 
large crowd had assembled outside the 
station, and as he emerged he was 
greeted with enthusiastic cheers and 
cries, of "Bravo, Dr. Jim!" He was 
followed by the crowd from the Fen- 
church street station to the Mark lane 
station of the Underground railway, 
being cheered again and again. Ar- 
rived at the latter station the passen- 
ger was joined by a number of friends 
and disappeared from public view. The 
enthusiasm of the crowd had been 
manifested for the wrong man, for 
the passenger, instead of being Dr. 
Jameson, wasCapt. Heany, an Ameri- 
can, who formerly held a commission 
in the Bechuaualand Horse, and had 
acted as a scout for Dr. Jameson in his 
filibustering expedition. 


Greeted by Aristocracy. 


In the meantime Dr. Jameson and 


his officers were taken off the Victoria 
by a police launch, which reached the 
Waterloo pier at half-past 6 o'clock. 
A large crowd had gathered at the pier 
and when Jameson and his party ap- 
peared they were loudly cheered. The 
party entered two omnibuses, which 
conveyed them to the Bow street po- 
lice court. The crowd, cheering and 
yelling and in other ways manifesting 
their approbation of the raiders, ran 
alongside the omnibuses for the entire 
distance from the Waterloo pier to the 
court. The party was given a most 
tumultuous welcome by the 
great 


crowd that gathered about the court. 
In anticipation of Dr. Jameson's ar- 
raignment a large crowd of people, 
composed principally of members of 
the aristocracy, assembled in the court- 
room before nooa and awaited Dr. 
Jameson's arrival. Seated upon the 
bench with the magistrates were Duke 
of Abercorn, Lord and Lady Abingdon, 
Gen. Sir St. George Gerald Foley and 
Lady Foley, Viscount Chealsea and 
Hon. Robert Arthur Ward, members of 
the house of commons respectively for 
Bury St. Edmunds and the Crew divi- 
sion of Cheshire, 


Released on Their Own Recognizance*. 
The prisoners were promptly ar- 


raigned before the magistrate upon the 
formal charge of having made war upon 
a friendly state. 
Jameson and hia 


companions were loudly cheered as 
they entered the court room and there 
was a renewal of the popular enthusi- 
asm after the party got inside the room. 
So carried away were the people by 
their enthusiasm that the magistrate 
and court officers were unable to put a 
stop to the demonstration. After hear- 
ing evidence briefly, the magistrate ad- 
journed the examination for a fort- 
night, releasing Jameson and the 
others upon their own recognizances 
of £2,000 each. The party were again 
cheered as they left the court room and 
were followed after they got outsiide 
by a great crowd, who repeatedly gave 
vent to their enthusiasm in cheers.

TWO VERY INTERESTING SPEECHES

Washington, Feb. 26.—There is a 


prospect that the house will spend a 
day or two more in the consideration 
of the Van Horn-Tarsney contested 
election case. When the house entered 
upon the consideration of that case 
there was, besides the division of the 
committee upon the political lines, the 
separation of one of the members of 
the majority—Mr. Taylor, rep., Ohio— 
from the recommendation that the 
contestant. Van Horn, be seated, in- 
stead of Tarsney, who now holds the 
seat. He agreed with the minority, 
which did not express an opinion, but 
recommended that the case be reopened 
for a count of the ballots in the dis- 
puted precincts in Kansas City, where 
alleged frauds were committed, upon 
which the majority based its recom- 
mendation. The adoption of the com- 
mittee recommendation v\ as advocated 
by Mr. Strode, rep., Nob., in an inter- 
esting speech of nearly two nnd a half 
hours, in which he set forth in detail 
the extent and character of the frauds 
committed, and contended that the 
conditions were such that the returns 
from the precincts in question could 
not he pnrg-ed of its taint-of fraud, 
but, as the committee had found, 
must be rejected entirely. Mr. Taylor 
defended his position in an hour's 
speech, which held the attention of the 
house throughout, and at the close ol 
which won him many encomiums from 
the older members. He contended that 
the fraudulent ballots could be segre- 
gated from the honest ones and that it 
wac the duty of the house to have this 
doi.e before passing upon the contest. 
II _ admitted his belief that if the count 
\vero made as he recommended, it 
would result in demonstrating the fact 
that Van Horn had received a majority 
of the legal votes cast. Before taking 
up the election case, the house passed 
the Indian appropriation bill without 
further discussion, the paragraph rela-

In the Senate.

There was quite an animated scene 


in the senate over the second attempt 
to have the house tariff bill taken up 
for consideration. Notwithstanding 
the defeat of that proposition on the 
13th of February by a vote of 21 to 29, 
Mr. Morrill, rep., Vt., chairman of tha 
finance committee, felt it his duty to 
renew the attempt; but the action waa 
defeated by a still larger majority—22 
to 33. The democratic votes were all 
against the motion, and they were 
backed up by the votes of five republi- 
can senators—Messrs. Cannon of Utah, 
Carter and Mantle of Montana, Dubois 
of Idaho and Teller of Colorado; and 
by the votes of five populists—Messrs. 
Allen of Nebraska, Jones of Nevada, 
Stewart of Nevada, Kyle of South 
Dakota and Peffer of Kansas. 
After 


the announcement of the vote Mr. Mor- 
rill stated* that he would make no 
further attempt to get up the bill; that 
it was hopelessly defeated and that it 
now was perfectly obvious that the re- 
publican party was in a minority in the 
senate. Mr. Merrill's remarks were 
construed by Mr. Teller, rep., Col., a? 
indicating a purpose to read the repub- 
lican silver senators out of the party, 
and Mr. Teller made an angry and 
defiant speech on that point. Mr. Slier- 
man, rep., O., tried to relieve the ques- 
tion of all partisan consideration, and 
appealed to senators not to inflict such 
a disgrace on the country and on civil- 
ization as to adjourn congress without 
making provision to supply the treas- 
ury with sufficient revenue, and said 
that he would favor, and the people 
would willingly pay, a tax on tea and 
coffee, or on anything else, for that 
purpose.
